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BUTTER MAKERS MAY PROTEST 
but farmers like the plan and it gains 
ground very fast in all dairy sections from 
Maine to the Pacific coast. The advantages 
are evident; first, the saving of labor. The 
old plan may be compared to carting the 


grain crop to town to bs thrashed and then Ww. 


carting back the straw to the farm. The 
saving has been reckoned as equal to $5 per 
cow yearly. 
THE ACTUAL CONVENIENCE 

is more commonly reckoned by the farmer 
than the cost of the extra hauling, and 
those who have once tried carting the cream 
instead of the whole milk and the return 
load of skimmilk seem to become fast friends 
of the new plan, as shown by the rapid pro- 
gress which the farm separator idea is 
making every where. 

The whole milk plan seems to be well 
adapted to new creamery sections, where 
the producers, not being used to dairying, 
cannot easily be taught to take good care of 
their cream. In that case, the butter-maker 
has a better chance of getting a uniform 
butter product from the fresh milk than 
from the cream handled and delivered by 
unskilled or careless producers, but when 
once the dairy farmers have been trained to 
realize the importance of care and system 
in this connection, it has been shown that 
butter of firet quality can be produced from 
collected cream. 

ANOTHER ADVANTAGE 
which is becoming ore and more appreci- 
ated is the greauy improved value of the 
skimmilk when separated at onve on fhe 
farm and fed warm and fresh to the calves 
or other animals. Those who have tried 
the inconvenience of the creamery skimmilk 
in summer appreciate the change—no more 
sour milk, becoming thick before it can be 
fed for the calves’ evening meal; no more 
neighbor’s milk carelessly handled or per- 
haps infected with disease; no more delay 
and irregularity in the supply. 
CALF FEEDING OR PIG RAISING 


becomes an exact business in which the 
food supply can be depended upon as of 
uniform quality and quantity, and results 
calculated under skilled managment. This 
skimmilk supply becomes a large source of 
income. Often the butter checks hardly 
more than pay the expense account, while 
the greater part of the net profit comes from 
the veals, chickens and pigs sold at regular 
intervals, 

- From the creameryman’s point of view, 
the advantages are considerable. He is not 
obliged to buy a separator outfit, and one 
creamery and one butter-maker can bandle 
the entire output of a large region. Cream 
can be collected from a greater distanceand 
the supply be thus made sufficient to keep 
the plant busy. The great difficulty has 
been found to be to keep the butter first 
class with so many lots of cream, differing 
more or less in age and condition of ripe- 


ness. 
BY PROPERLY COOLING 


the cream when separated, by keeping all 
utensils clean and delivering every other 
day in summer, there isno doubt but that 
first-class butter can be made. The practi- 
cal difficulty of getting a collected cream 
supply in good condition is well known to 
butter-makers, and many of them object to 
the system for this reason,{but objections 
seem useless, as the producers will have it, 
and the only practical way out isto con- 
stantly urge careful methods, rejecting in- 
ferior lots of cream now and then until the 
producers have been trained to the required 
degree. Here is the problem of the butter- 
maker and one which he has to solve whether 
he fancies the idea or not. 
THE DIFFICULTY 
is that the farmer knows that when deliv- 
ering whole milk it must be fairly sweet or 
it cannot be separated, but that after the 
cream is separated it can be made into but- 
ter even if sour. Hence the temptation to 
give the cream poor care and to keep it 
until convenient to deliver. The butter- 
maker, on the other hand, is tempted to ac- 
cept over-ripe or poorly handled cream if 
the supply is at all short, hence the poor 
quality of butter sometimes found when the 
collection plan is first put into operation. 

Where the cream is collected by a team-, 
ster the difficulty is equally great. If the 
teamster is paid by the amount of cream 
collected, he is tempted to accept certain 
lots which he knows ought to be rejected as 
not fit to go into the cream vat;: hence the 
importance of selecting a teamster who will 
be firm with patrons and insist on good 
cream, and one who has theability to judge 
of cream quality and condition. 

THE RULES FOR PRODUCERS 
have been condensed into seven or eight 
lines,—to “see that the cow’s udder and 
the milker’s hands are clean; separate as 
soon a8 you are through milking; cool your 
cream immediately after separating ; never 
mix two lots of cream unless thoroughly 
cooled and of the same temperature; keep 
your — ag - clean: place; keep your 
separator and all milk and cream 
absolutely clean.”’ ' — 
THE SAVING OF 

expense is considerable in a large section. 
One man can gather the cream from fifteen 
to twenty dairies. The bulk is reduced 
about one-eighth and no load of skimmilk 
to bring back. A ton of whole milk-con- 
tains near eighteen hundred pounds of 
skimmilk, to say nothing of about five hun- 
dred pounds weight of cans which contain 
it. All this weight must be hauled both 
ways whatever the weather and condition 
of roads. 

The value of skimmilk, no doubt, varies 
greatly. One of the highest estimates is 
tihrty-five cents per one hundred pounds, 
or about seven-tenths of a cent per quart, 
as reckoned at the Vermont station. Other

AT THE FOOT OF THE ROCKIES. 
A collection of short stories that is felicit- 
ously named is “ At the Foot of the Rock- 





ies,”” by Carter Goodloe. The tales are 


eight in number,and their action takes place 
at a post of the North Western Mounted 
Police in British Colambia. The author 
has a picturesque style, and he depicts 
indian life and customs with remarkable 
vigor and truth. ‘‘ Jack, ” in which a little 
girl figures as the unconscious preventer of 
a rising of the Red Men against a small 
party of white people, who go to see theSun 
Dance is highly dramatic and concludes with 
a@ genuine surprise. ‘Red Magic’ is an- 
other tale of the semi-savage practices and 
superstitions of the Indians and with other 
sketches in the volume abounds in fine de- 
scriptive passages of an existence far from 
the sound of the whistle of the locomotive, 
where the young English rancher revives 
his old-world pastimes. The British sol- 
dier, too, is necessarily a part of the popu- 
lation, for where the Indian abounds in the 
English dominions Tommy Atkins is to be 
found with his commanding officers. The 
author gathered some of his material from 
a Catholic priest, known from Quebec to 
Vancouver,who has been for half a century 
among the Indians. Hehad enough infiu- 
ence with them to alone prevent the whole 
Blackfoot nation from joining Riel’s torces. 
The initial story, ‘‘ Rivers’ Gymkhana,” 
has no savage in it, and is a highly amusing 
sketch of frontier amusements, in which an 
overproper man came to grief. The book 
is entertaining throughout and will make 
excellent vacation reading. (New York: 
Charles Scribner’s Sons. Price, $1.50.) 
MISS BELLARD’S INSPIRATION. 


W. D. Howells displays his light and as- 
sured touch as a novelist to the best advan- 
tare in *‘Miss Bellard’s Inspiration,’’ in 
which the disagreements of a married 
couple and the loves of a young English- 
man for an American teacher are con- 
trasted with that fine skill in portraying 
character which the author has so often 
displayed in his stories relating to modern 
society. These people are the guescs of Mr. 
and Mrs, Crombie of Boston, who have 
sold their seashore place and built inland 
for the purpose of securing quiet and free- 
dom from the invasion of unwelcome 
guests. They do not attain the peace they 
desire, but they learn something about the 
ruling passion of mankind under widely 
contrasting conditions, one phase of. it 
pointing to the divorce court and the other 
leading to happiness through a young 
woman’s inspiration, which does not settle 
all doubts until near the conclusion of the 
story. The dialogue in this book is particu- 
larly felicitous and up-to-date, and the in- 
cidents are distinguished by that unforced 
naturalness for which Mr. Howells is cele- 


brated. The humor is always pungent, 


without losing in refinement or in satiric 
reflection, or some of the follies of the day, 
It is a tale of summer for summer readers 
and is as sparkling and refreshing as a 
glass of soda water. (New York: Harper

CAMBRIDGE SKETCHES.

Cooking Without Fire. 


In the matter of cooking, the world has 
had the wood age,.the coal age, the gas 
age, ans it is enterirg the electric age, per- 
haps. Butin the near future there may 
come the fireless age, for meals are now 
being prepared for American soldiers in 
which fire plays a very small part. 

It is a fact that the fireless cook stove, as 
it is called, has come into service in the 
West, and that meat, vegetables and other 
foods are actually cooked by it,and cooked 
so thoroughly and palatably that the sol- 
diers enjoy a meal so cooked better than 
one prepared in the usual way. 

Ont West they call the fireless cook stove 
the hay box. Here is the formula for mak- 
ing one of these stoves: 

You get a wooden box, the boards of 
which are tightly joined. Any old ‘box 
will do, provided it is tight enough and 
large enough. 

Next you line it with two or three thick- 
nesses of felt, or what is better, asbestos 
paper. Thelining can be fastened to the 
wood with glue, so that it is not necessary 
to make any holes with nuils or tacks. 

Next you get a few armfuls of thoroughly 
dried hay, stuff it into the box, then geta 
piece of cotton batting of the exact length 
and width of the inside and your fireless 
cook stove is ready for business. 

There areno matches, nc gas jet, no coal 
blaze, no flaming fagots. You could set the 
stove in the middle of a pile of gunpowder 
and cook the meal without the slightest 
danger, for on the outside it is no warmer 
than the ordinary air. The element that 
does the work ia held prisoner within. 

Yes, the term fireless cook stove is appro- 
priate, but a little heat is required, just 
enough to get the thing started properly, 
just as you use kindling to light the fire for 
breakfast in the morning. This kindling 
can be done over a gas stove, an oil stove or 
a bonfire if you wish. 

Suppose, for instance you want to make 
an Irish stew. The potatoes, onions and 
any other vegetables are chopped up with 
the meat and put into the kettle, and enough 
water is added. The cook places the kettle 
over the fire just long enough for the water 
to begin to bubble, showing that it has 
reached the boiling point. 

Taking the kettle off the fire, he slips it 
into a hole in the hay box, tucks the hay 
snugly around the sides and top, puts the 
cotton batting or other cover over all, then 
claps down the covering and latches or locks 
it. That’sall. The box does the rest, and 
he can turn off the gas cock or dash a pail 
of water over the embers. He has no 
further use for the fire. 

Suppose the stew is being made for the 
noon dinner. The cook puts it into the box 
anywhere between nine and ten o’clock. 
Just before he announces that dinner is 
served he takes the kettle out of the box, 
pours the stew into the tureen, and when 
the head of the family ladles it out the odor 
which arises from it is as appetizing as that 
of any Irish stew ever made on the most 
modern hotel range. The meat and vegeta- 
bles are thoroughly done, steaming hot, and 
of the genuine flavor. 

They are not only cooking Irish stews for 
the soldiers out West, but boiling pork and 
ham, roasting any kind of meat provided 
by the commissary, turning out Boston 
baked beans; in short, providing a mena 
which is as varied as the fare furnished 
from the post kitchens, yet it is all done 
with the hay box. So successful has been 
the cooking thatthe War. Department has 





system, with the idea of adopting it for 
general use and equipping fieid encamp- 
ments, as well as posts, with the hay box, 
or some variation of it. 

A dinner which any healthy man will 
enjoy can be prepared in two hours, at the 
cost of a cupful of coal oil, a few cubic feet 
of gas, or two or three shovelfuls of coal, 
just enough fuel to generate heat. The hay 
box can well be called a fireless cook stove, 
since it will do its work almost without any 
other aid. 

The secret of it is that the heat generated 
inside the vessel holding the food, and in 
the food itself, is enough to cook the food if 
prevented from escaping. While the pro- 
cess is slower, it is much more thorough 
than the usual mode. The heat units have 
time to go through the substance. 
Most of the staple viands are ready for 
i} the table after being placed from two to 
i] three hours in the hay box, but when the 
cooking process is finished the box retains 

the heat so long that they may be kept 
warm for several hours after.

Breaking in Young Horses. 

In the majority of cases, the breaking in 
of young horses either to saddle or to har- 
ness would not be nearly go difficult a proc- 
ess as it actually is if their breeders paid 
more attention to handling them, and ren- 
dering them tractable during colthood and 
beforethey arrive ata breakable age. If 
the handling is systematically carried out, 
the young animals will be docile and sub- 
missive by the time the real breaking in 
process is commenced. The bandling should 
start when the animal is still a foal, and it 
should be continued with the yearling and 
the two-year-old. The sooner a start is 
made in teaching colts to submit quietly to 
being handled, the easier is the task. In 
order toallay any natural timidity and fear 
of man which they possess, their confidence 
must be gained by kind treatment and by 
making much of them. Once this has been 
done, the colt will soon acquire docility and 
be perfectly easy to handle. 

They should be accustomed to wearing a 
halter and to lead quietly at an early age. 
They further require to be taught to submit 
quietly to their legs being touched and to 
their feet being picked up and held up. 
These various things must be taught ina 
gradual manner, and simply by the exer- 
cise of kindness and patience. All rough 
treatment must be carefully avoided, as 
this will only serve to make a young horse 
intractable and afraid of man, while in the 
case of high-spirited animals it will rouse 
their obstinacy and resentment, and may 
lay the foundations of a vicious disposition. 
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Breeders’ Notes. 

The price that a horse will bring in mar- 
ket depends much upon the condition of an 
animal. From fifty to one hundred pounds 
of fat will often add from $50 to $100 to the 
selling price. For instance, a horse thet 
stands 15-24, andin fair tiesh weighs 1025 
pounds, will find more customers at $50 
advance in the price if the animal carried 
fifty pounds additional flesh and tipped the 
scales at 1075 pounds. The cost of putting 
on the additional fifty pounds of flesh need 
not exceed $20, which would leave the 
breeder a net profit of $30 or 150 per cent. 
on the investment, Those who breed in a 
small] way for profit should bear this fact in 
mind and limit the number of their animals 
to such as they can have in first-class condi- 
tion when they are marketed. 


During the hot summer months young 
foals ani their dams are so severely an- 
noyed and tortured by flies as to retard the 
growth of the youngsters. In some in- 
stances where the flies are very numerous, 
the effect of their bites on the animal is 
similar to blood poisoning. When flies are 
very numerous it is better for the brood 
mares and their foals to be put in box 
stalls as early as seven or eight o’clock in 
the morning and remain there until four or 
five o’clock, or later, in the afternoon, 
when the animals may be turned to pasture 
and remain out over night. 


The expenditure of $25 or $50 on a colt 
or filly for having the animal thoroughly 
educated to harness by a competent and 
successful colt-breaker will in many cases 
add $100 to the market value of an animal. 
A colt should receive his first lessons in 
harness from a man who ‘thoroughly under- 
stands his business. Such men are scarce 
in many'!farming sections where a few colts 
are raised every year. It will pay the aver- 
age of small breeders to hunt them up and 
secure their services, however, when they 
have a colt to break. 


There is a strong prejadice among quite a 
large class of horsemen against using boots 
of any kind on their horses. This prejudice 
often results in faulty-gaited trotters and 
pacers. Colts and fillies, when first worked 
for speed, should be well protected by 
boots. The boots should be carefully ex- 
amined every time after the animal has 
been brushed,and if they have been touched 
have the animal balanced by the farrier so 
as to go clear,and after that result has been 
attained, the boots may be discarded.— 
Horse Breeder, 


Butter Tending Higher. 


The slight advance in most grades of but- 
ter the past week is in response to an ad- 
vancing tendency in the country markets, 
nearly all of which in the Eastern stocks 
showed a rise of a fraction of a cent per 
pound. The receipts at Boston continue 
large and an important proportion shows 
bad effects of a journey in kot weather 
with a small proportion of butter scoring 

p extra quality. Some creameries that nee rly 
always send extras are now ‘shipping only 
firsts owing chiefly to the w . Allthe 
fancy graces continue in stef demand 
with prices very firm. A degi ig ten- 
dency in shipments may be expected, as 
usually at this time pastures’ begin to fall 
off more or less. Choice dairy butter, mostly 
from Vermont, holds firm at one cent below 
creamery. Boxes and print bgtters hold 
steady at last week’s quotations. 

Boston butter dealers compjain that many 
shipments called extra by the senders have 
to be graded as first on acgount of hot 
weather. The supply of fancy goods for 
this reason has been reduced somewhat and 
the market for such is firm. Those who 
ship from a moderate distance are able to 
bring their goods to market in hot weather 
in better condition. Extras, not firsts, or 
seconds, are the paying products in butter 
making. 

Cheese is in moderate demand, but firm 
because of higher prices in other markets, 
which have been reflected slightly in an 
advancing tone here. If this upward tend- 
ency elsewhere continues the .v3al market 
must go higher. 

The New York market for creamery 
butter is in very much the same condition 
as reported at the close of last week. A 
moderate demand prevails and there is a 
steady to firm feeling on the highest 
grades. The business on the street was 
from 203 to 21 cents, according to quality 
and the buyer. Speculative operators who 
wanted long lines of very high-scoring 
goods were not able to secure them under 21 
cents. The quality ot the butter is very 
irregular, with a large percentage showing 
some defects incident to the recent hot 
weather. Firsts are very plentiful and 
offering freely at 19} to 20 cents, while the 
lower grades range from 19 cents down- 
ward and are very slow. New York State 
dairy holds about steady; most of the stock 
is quite undésirable.
